We landed and passed through 
streets of the usoal Chinese kind. 
They were narrow bat clean ant 
lined by market storedpand stands 
from which were sofd vegetables 
and meats, ark, dicks and chieken 
all roasted.

« Greatness.. 


Great men bave large heady. 
This was the axiom laid down 
by Professor Arthur Keith. the 
distingnished enthropologist, to a 
London journalist, who ought to 
solve the problem over which 
British batters are now becoming 
excited, . 

The argument, which started in 
their trade journal, Ver's Weup 
has produced some curious facts 
from theobservant hatters. 

Some of them had noticed that I 
their customers with special sized 
bats bad unusual capabilities.

SOME EXCEPTIONS 

Professor Keith, who bas mee- 
sored more heads, modern and 
ancient, probably than sqy other 
man, and studied their relative in- 
telligences, first made the shrewd 
observation that the. hatters 
should note if the out-sizes of 
their customers are demandéd by 
neglect of the barber. . 

“I think you will find that dig- 
headed men, as a role, are more 
able than smail-headed men,” 
ssid tLe professor. 

“This is a general statement, 
and sometimes does not hold good 
individually. Thera have beena 
number of clever mon with small 
heads, but these ara the excep- 
tions that prove the role. 

HOPE FOR THE “LoW-BRoWw.” 
““Nor dol mean to say that 
the man who takes a small size 
in bats lacks intelligence, But 
recordsshow thatthe great figures 
of fhe world sre mon: with large 
heads. a 

Professor Keith did not deny 
that genius may be contained 
within a small craniam. but 
expressed the. opinion ‘that a 
survey. of the most famous men 
would show them .to have worn 
large bats. ‘ 

“Ahother point,” be said, “is 
that the forehead is no sure 
indication ofa man’s greatoess 
of brain power.” 

To some extent this would

Indians’ Pay Increased. 
In a recent comment on the 
Hongkong Poli¢e Force, we stated 
that Indian constables recaived 
less pay than Chinese. That 
observation was based on official 
figures given in the Colony’s 
Estimates, which fully jostified 
the statement.

The Balfour note, said Lord 


-| Grey, did not keep the two ques- 
-|tions separate, and, like many 


beautiful things in nature, it con- 
tained a hidden sting. It con- 
veyed to him the idea that we 
were resolved to be generous up 
to a cartain poiot, but after that 
would adopt an ‘attitude of con- 
tirwent generosity. for we were 
still to retain tha ri.ht-to obtain 
the mones due from our Europzan 
debtors. . 

We should come to an arrange- 
ment with the United States as 
to the method of repayment of 
our own debt, which would en- 
courage a feeling of goodwill 
and predispose the United States 
to-cooperate in the restoration of 
Evrope. 

GEBMAN KEPARATIONS. 

With regard to the latter, it 
was essential that German re- 
parations should be reduced to & 
mansgeable acd practicable 
amount. . 

When a debtor wasio extremes 
something must be done to enable 
him to be put upon his feet again 
and when Germany bad fulfilled 
her treaty oblizations she mus’ 
be admitted to the League of 
Nations. .
